The Secretary of the Conference was directed to present to the 
General Assembly of the State of Missouri the following memorial 
adopted at the session of the conference held at Slater in September 
1897: 

f he Southwest Missouri Annual Conference of the M. E. Church 
South, knowing your sense of honor and justice, and your anxiety to 
rectify social and legal irregularities, would hereby call your atten- 
tion to the following : 

The present law investing the State schools with the exclusive 
authority to issue teachers’ certificates we think an unreasonable dis- 
crimination against the many institutions for higher education not 
under the control of the state. It is also unjust to more than 
15,000 pupils and the many alumni of these institutions, individually 
considered. Persons of the broadest culture, if from other institutions 
must run the gauntlet of institutes for three years to secure a first- 
grade certificate, which is not required of those from state normals. 
We suggest that such class legislation, even though in favor of the 
>tate s own institutions, is a tendency to paternalism that cannot be 
too strongly deprecated. We would remind you that graduates from 
our state institutions must pass approved examinations before prac- 
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ticing law or medicine. The teaching profession is of even greater 
importance, as it is the foundation of the other two. We would 
point out that any measure removing in any degree the competitive 
element front preparation for teaching, and tending to form an 
educational trust, even though under control of the state, will 
eventually operate to the stagnation and deterioration of our public 
public school system. 

Your petitioners therefore humbly pray your honorable body for 
such amendment of our statutes as shall leave all institutions of learn- 
ing, and all candidates for teachers’ certificates equal before the law. 

COMMITTEE ON PUBLISHING “WAR CLAIMS.” 

In view of the agitation touching what is known as the war 
claim of the publishing house of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, w T e, the members of the Southwest Missouri Conference, do 
hereby resolve, 

First — That we do not and will not condone any wrong methods 
which may have been employed in collecting this claim. 

Second — That for the adjudication of the issues involving moral 
character, the constituted courts of the church are sufficient and 
trustworthy, and we will not anticipate the judgments of those 
courts by the expression of any opinion on the issues. 

Third — That we endorse the action of the Bishop, looking to the 
return of the money, conditionally or unconditionally, and that we 
trust them to protect the honor of the church in the further develop- 
ments of the case. 

Fourth — That it is our opinion that out of regard for the peace 
of the church and welfare of our publishing house, our book agents 
ought to resign. 

Fifth — That we deprecate all unfair and factional agitation of 
this question, pro and con, and urge that all such be discontinued.

REPORTS. 



BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



We note with pleasure the progress made in the work of the 
general Board of Education in the four years of its history. Annual 
Conference Boards have been established throughout the connection ; 
a successful Teachers’ Bureau has been set on foot, and the work of 
building a worthy and adequate college hall, to be known as the 
Haygood Memorial Hall, for Paine Institute, has progressed so far 
that now there is no doubt of its early completion. 

The last General Conference, in harmony with a movement of 
world-wide Methodism, decided to raise within the next two years a 
fund of a million #nd a half of dollars, to be known as the Twen- 
tieth Century Educational Fund. 

Inasmuch as the General Conference charged the general Board 
of Education w th the work of raising this fund, and at the sugges- 
tion of the general secretary, Dr. J. D. Hammond, we earnestly 
recommend that the conference pass the following resolution, viz; 

Resolved , That we, as a conference, do, in harmony with the 
action of other conferences, set apart Sunday, January, 1, 1899, as the 
day on which the work of raising this fund shall be begun, and that 
on that day there shall be preached in each charge a sermon bearing 
upon this suhject, and that the plans to be provided for the work by 
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the general board, be at that time set in motion. If this day should 
be found to be inconvenient in any charge, any Sabbath more con- 
venient near that time may be substituted. 

Second — We recommend that this conference, as far as our 
interest is concerned, concur in the action of the Missouri Confer- 
ence in reference to the consolidation of Howard Payne and Central 
Colleges. 

jhird — Relative to the classification of our schools, we reaffirm 
our action of last year in reference to correlation, and in addition 
submit the following: We recognize the need of one great counect- 

ional institution in our church, and we pledge our support to the 
Vanderbilt University as such ; but as we already have colleges such 
as Central, Emory in Georgia, and others, douig admirably the work 
of collegiate instruction, we think it wise for the Vanderbilt to con- 
fine itself to strictly university courses, and to call upon the Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and other conferences claiming the Vanderbilt as their 
conference school, to equip and endow a college, thus having the 
present endowment of this university, with additions which we trust 
may be made from time to time, to the support of the highest univer- 
sity instruction 

Fourth — We ask that the sum of one thousand dollars be 
assessed upon the conference, to he used as follows : $600.00 for 

Paine and Lane Institutes, $228.00 for the General Board of Educa- 
tion, and $172.00 for the use of the Conference Board. 

Fifth, We are glad to learn of the continued prosperity of all the 
educational institutions of the Conference. Nearly all of them report 
an increased attendance of pupils. In their various spheres we 
recommend these several institutions as most important agencies of 
our work as a church, and we urge our pastors to a continued and 
increased activity in their behalf. We call especial attention to the 
two institutions which are the property of the three annual confer- 
ences of the state, and which are at the head of our system of 
schools, Central College of Fayette, and Central Female College at 
Lexington. These institutions should be of more than ordinary 
interest to us. Not only their relation in our educational system, 
but their superior plants and equipment, and their unusually high 
standards of scholarship, make them in a peculiar sense represent- 
ative of the church, and we pledge ourselves to their hearty support 
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both in the matter of increasing their endowments and equipment, 
and in securing for them larger patronage. 

Sixth — We recommend the re-appointment of Gov. Lon V. 
Stephens as one of the curators of Central College, and we nominate 
W. B Palmore, J. Fletcher Groves and Geo. A. Murrell as the 
curators for Central Female College, to be selected by this confer- 
ence. We recommend the appointment of the following curators for 
the Morrisville College : B. W. Appleby, B. W. Mitchell, W. A. 

Turner, W. H. Winton, J. B. Elhs.

COMMITTEE OM MEMOIRS. 

William Marion Bewley was born in Green county, Tenn., 
March 2, 1842, and died in Neosho, Mo., July 7, 1898. 

When he was but two years old his father moved to Missouri, 
first settling in Jackson county, from which he moved to Polk 
county in 1847, where William grew to man’s estate. 

While on a visit to Independence, in 1858, he was converted in 
a meeting held by the pastor, W. B. McFarland. 

In 1861 he joined that distinguished regiment of the Confederate 
army, the Fifth Missouri. 
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He was a brave, true, faithful soldier. 

Sometime during the war he joined the army church. In June, 
1866, he was received into the M. E. church, South, at Smith’s 
Chapel, Saline county, Missouri, by A. M. Rader, to whose daughter, 
Louisa, he was married, Nov. 15, 1867. 

He was licensed to preach by the quarterly conference of Arrow 
Rock Circuit, held at Ridge Prairie, June, 1867, of which J. A. 
Murphy was president and A. M. Rader, presiding elder. 

At the first conference ever held in Kansas City, over which 
Bishop Marvin presided, October, 1867, he was admitted on trial in 
the itinerancy by the St. Louis conference. 

His fields of labor were: Rolla, Missouri, two years ; Salem 

circuit, two years; Plattin, one. 

In 1872 he was transferred to the Western Conference and 
served Marion Centre circuit. In 1873 he was transferred to this 
conference and traveled Grand Pass circuit one year, Wellington, 
two ; La Monte, four ; Arrow Rock, three ; Lebanon district, one and 
Miami and Mt. Carmel, two. 

In 1886 he located and moved to Coloiado, seeking health. Here 
he joined the M. E. Church in which he wrought five years, the last 
of which he was stationed at Springfield, Mo. 

In 1892 he returned to the M. E. Church, South, re-entering 
this conference. Henceforth he was pastor of Rich Hill two years, W ebb 
City, one; Campbell street, Springfield, one; Marshfield, one ; to 
which he was re-appointed one year ago, but three months thereafter, 
because of failing health, he had to surrender his charge. 

He moved to Neosho, hoping to recuperate, but continued to 
decline till July 3, when he was stricken with paralysis, and four 
days after passed up to the home of the immortals. 

Brother Bewley had a commanding presence. He was tall, 
compactly built, florid complexion, light hair, blue eyes and a pleas- 
ant face. Intellectually, he was well endowed, and, although his 
opportunities for mental training were limited, having spent the first 
half of the third decade of his life in the army, yet he spoke the 
English language both correctly and fluently. He had a good heart 
and a rich religious experience. Was a good, successful preacher 
and helpful pastor. In almost every charge he served he had gracious 
revivals. 
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It is not out of place to say he was a revivalist. 

“He was a good man, and full of the Holy Ghost, and of faith ; 
and much people were added unto the Lord” by his ministry. 

Two of his children had passed on before him to the other shore. 

His wife and two others remain with us. 

“One family we dwelt in Him, 

One church above, beneath, 

Though now divided by the stream 
The narrow stream of death ; 

One army of the living God, 

To His command we bow ; 

Part of his host has crossed the flood, 

And part are crossing now.” 

“Ten thousand to their endless home, 

This solemn moment fly ; 

And we are to the margin come, 

And we expect to die; 

E’n now by faith we join our hands, 

With those that went before ; 

And greet the blood besprinkled band, 

On the eternal shore.”
